Women should not 
have to live in fear 
of being attacked 

It is understandable after the terrible 
events of the weekend to warn the 
women in our lives to take extra care. 

The well intentioned advice in the 
wake of the murder of India Chipchase 
has been predictable enough: don’t walk 
home alone, watch how much you 
drink, dress sensibly... 

I’ve got a seven year old daughter. If 
she was 171 would be giving her the 
same advice - but not because I thought 
it was the right thing to do. 

I would be giving her that advice out of 
fear and a desire to ensure my loved 
ones are safe no matter what. 

But honestly, I shouldn’t. It is wrong. It 
contributes to a sense that the victim is 
in some way responsible for what has 
happened to her. 

It makes women feel that the risk of 
being attacked is somehow part of their 
everyday experience, like the risk of get¬ 
ting caught in the rain without a coat. 

It is not okay to attack women because 
they are drunk, or young or on their 
own. 


( Every day billions of 
men cope with living 
alongside women without 
attacking them 

It is not okay to attack them because 
they have short skirts on or no skirts on. 

The law is not woolly or vague on this 
point. 

In fact, the vast majority of men are 
not woolly or vague on this point. 

Every day, across the world, billions of 
men cope with living alongside women 
without attacking them. 

I was sorry to see that part of the 
defence of the police officer who mur¬ 
dered his wife (see page 11) was that she 
had been denying him sex. 

Even more depressing is the arrival of 
the American pick-up artist Roosh V in 
the UK. He feels the power of men is 
diminishing in the face of feminism and 
has made the offensive suggestion that 
rape should be legal on private property. 

His tour is taking in cities like 
Glasgow, Manchester and Newscastle. 
He is not coming here and nor should 
he. His ludicrous posturing about a 
man’s ‘rights’ would not be welcome in 
Northampton right now. Something bad 
might happen to him and to be honest, 
he would be asking for it.

Bottle stabbing 

A man needed six stitches 
after being stabbed in the 
back with a broken bottle near 
Northampton's Weston Favell 
Shopping Centre. The 41-year- 
old man was walking along 
Billing Brook Road on January 
22 when he was assaulted. 

Fake coppers 

An attempted burglary took 
place in Ridding Close, Corby, 
when three men tried to gain 
access to a house while pre¬ 
tending to be police officers. 
They ran away after being dis¬ 
tracted by the homeowner on 
Wednesday, January 20. 

Drugs arrests 

Police have arrested 13 people 
as part of an operation to 
tackle the supply of Class A 
drugs in Kettering. 

The arrests took place over 
two days last week and a large 
amount of drugs and weapons 
were recovered. 

OAP punched 

A 76-year-old woman, who 
had a walking aid, was 
punched in the stomach and 
then had her handbag stolen, 
as she walked through the 
underpass next to the pyra¬ 
mid church in Weston Favell, 
Northampton, last Monday. 

Scam warning 

Police have issued a warning 
to users of dating sites after 
three women - including one 
from Northants - had money 
or property stolen from them 
after meeting a man in person 
who they met on sites such as 
Fabswingers and Plentyoffish.

Reporter Nick Bieber finds 
out more about the setting of 
H&P’s first live broadcast 


It wasn’t quite blood and 
sweat, but for a year there 
were many tears for the 
owner of a once-struggling 
dessert parlour in 
Northampton town centre. 

Ready to sprinkle some 
magic on the market-town 
and open the public’s imagi¬ 
nations, Michella Dos 
Santos unleashed Magic 
Bean Emporium on the 
town’s St Giles Street in 2014. 

The fairy-tale-inspired 
business would aim to soak 
up a young market - offering 
them a story-themed pud¬ 
ding parlour including a 
Cinderella cellar for story¬ 
telling sessions, a Harry 
Potter corner and Disney- 
themed sections. 

But due to complaints from 
surrounding businesses, 
many of whom feared they 
would lose trade because of 
the new opening, Michella 
amended her menu to 
include fewer savoury 
options. 

And despite making the 


change, her fairy-tale 
dream faded more, she says, 
when further pressure was 
heaped on her by nearby 
independent retailers - 
meaning she now had to 
restrict her menu to nearly 
just puddings, while essen¬ 
tial items such as teas and 
sandwiches had to be 
crossed off. 

The drastic move would be 
one that 31-year-old 
Michella, a South African- 
born writer, would end up 
regretting, as she had to 
then endure a tough year 
and, as she admits, ‘lots of 
tears’. 

“It nearly killed us,” she 
said. “We were not offering 
sandwiches or tea - which 
are essential things in a cafe 
- so a lot of people were 
coming into this new cafe, 
and then walking out hav¬ 
ing had a bad experience 
and never returned.” 

With her fairytale quickly 
turning into a disaster, 
Michella considered the

painful decision of throwing 
in the towel. 

“I knew starting a business 
was difficult, but I really was 
thrown a whole heap of 
problems I didn’t expect,” 
she said. “I thought at times 
that we weren’t going to sur¬ 
vive, that we were going to 
have to close down.” 

But a year-and-a-half on - 
the tables are finally turn¬ 
ing, the Bean is finally 
selling teas and sandwiches, 
and Michella has ambitions 
to open other Magic Bean 
Emporiums in other 


locations. 

The Northants Herald and 
Post chose her emporium to 
become the setting for its 
first Live On Air event via 
YouTube. 

The experiment which 
took place last week 
involved me discussing what 
was in that week’s newspa¬ 
per on a YouTube video link 
with editor Steve Scoles, 
who was at the office, while I 
sat inside the emporium 
with Michella as our guest. 

Michella shared her 
thoughts on a wide range of 


topics, from her thrill at 
Northampton Saints’ Dylan 
Hartley being made the 
England captain, to her 
opinion that the Greyfriars 
Bus Station should have 
stayed where it was and 
been refurbished. 

If you would like to watch 
our next live broadcast, then 
tune in next Friday morning 
when I will be reporting live 
from Beckworth Emporium 
in Mears Ashby - a unique 
garden centre which is sell¬ 
ing more local produce than 
ever.

Council’s statue 
sale ‘unethical’

Northampton Borough 
Council’s decision to sell 
an Egyptian statue for £15 
million has been slammed 
as ‘short-sighted’, follow¬ 
ing the news that the sale 
has prompted a change 
in the code of ethics issued 
to museums across 
Britain. 

Last week the Museums 
Association (MA), from 
which the local authority 
to Northampton has been 
banned for five years, 


revised its code of ethics to 
deter other museums from 
selling items for financial 
gain. 

The move, which warns 
organisations who are 
members of the MA not to 
dispose of items unless it 
benefits wider collections, 
was prompted by the 
controversial sale of 
Sekhemka. 

Following the news of the 
revised ethics codes, 
Sharon Heal, the director 
of the Museums Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “The sale of 
the Sekhemka statue by 


Northampton Borough 
Council in 2014 was uneth¬ 
ical - but it was also very 
short-sighted. 

“The statue is hugely sig¬ 
nificant and would have 
been a star attraction in 
any exhibition on Egypt. 
By selling it, the Council 
have missed out on a real 

opportunity to put 

Northampton on the 

map.” 

There is currently an 
export ban on the 

4,000-year-old statue until 
March 29, 2016 to stop it 
leaving the country.

Northamptonshire County 
Council is aiming to slash 
£150,000 from its budget by 
closing a care home in 
Northampton. 

Ecton Brook House has been 
earmarked for closure as part 
of the review of accommoda¬ 
tion for elderly people in 
Northamptonshire. 

Next Tuesday, cabinet mem¬ 
bers will be asked to agree 
that if the draft budget is 
agreed at cabinet later this 
month a formal consultation 
is launched on plans to close 


an Olympus Care Services 
home and to consider the 
future role of its remaining 
five homes to make them 
more fit for purpose and bet¬ 
ter suited to the needs of older 
people. The remaining five 
care homes run by Olympus 
Care Services are not under 
threat of closure at the pre¬ 
sent time. 

The council had planned to 
close two care homes but 
decided to only potentially 
axe one and instead of saving 
a proposed £300,000 it would 
now save £150,000. 

Once the cabinet decide to 
go ahead with the draft budg¬ 


et there will be a three month 
consultation period which is 
open to everyone.” 

Paul Crofts from Save 
Northants Services, a county 
wide group set up to fight the 
council’s budget cuts said: 
“The whole consultation pro¬ 
cess to do with Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council is a 
nonsense. 

“They have already made up 
their mind. It is a waste of 
time. 

“How would any of the 
county councillors react if 
they were told they were 
being kicked out of their 
home as it was set to close?”

Northamptonshire will host the final stage of the 
2016 Aviva Women’s Tour, with the proposed route 
starting in Northampton town centre and finishing 
in Kettering.

Markham, said: “We are pleased to welcome the 
Aviva Women’s Tour to Northampton, which is a 
fantastic opportunity to not only encourage more 
women and girls into sport, but also raise the pro¬ 
file of Northampton and encourage visitors to the 
town.”

Murder charge 
for ‘sad loner’

A 51-year-old man has 
been charged with the 
murder of a ‘popular 
and hard-working’ 
barmaid from 

Northampton. 

Edward Tenniswood, of 
Stanley Road, St James, 
was charged with the 
murder of India 
Chipchase, aged 20, on 
Tuesday after her body 
was found by police at 
his house last Sunday. 

A post-mortem exami¬ 
nation conducted on 
Monday concluded that 
India, a former Pitsford 
School and Northampton 
College student, died as a 
result of ‘pressure to the 
neck’. 

India, who worked at 
The Collingtree Pub and 
lived in East Hunsbury, 
was last seen in Bridge 
Street, Northampton at 
about 1.15am last 
Saturday when she went 
missing while partying 
with friends. 

Tier family then made 


an emotional appeal for 
her return, urging her to 
get in contact with them 
and saying ‘we just want 
to know that you are safe 
and ok, we love you’. 

But on Sunday evening, 
India’s brother Harry 
made the shock 
announcement that his 
sister had passed away, 
and asked for people to 
‘respect our privacy at 
this time’. 

And just one hour later, 
police taking part in the 
search for India revealed 
they had found a body at 
a house in Stanley Road. 

Friends of India had 
revealed during the 
search for her that police 
had traced her phone to 
Victoria Park - just two 
minutes away from the 
house where she was 
found. 

A neighbour of Mr 
Tenniswood described 
him as ‘a sad loner’, and 
said: “I never saw anyone 
go in or out of his house. 

“I sometimes saw him 
coming back home with 
a paper or pint of milk 


but he never really said 
much. As far as I know he 
lived alone and didn’t 
have family.” 

Paying an emotional 
tribute to his ‘angel’ sis¬ 
ter on Twitter on Sunday 
night, Harry said: “I miss 
you my little angel. You’ll 
always remain the best 
big sister I ever had and 
always hold a place deep 
in my heart. 

“Please God, I pray that 
they take care of you.” 

Also paying tribute to 
the avid Northampton 
Saints supporter was her 
boyfriend, Evaan 
Reihana, who is a rugby 
player for the Bordeaux 
Begles in France. 

Reihana, who is the son 
of former All Black Bruce 
Reihana, said on 
Instagram: “I honestly 
can’t believe to think 
even now that you have 
left us in that way miss 
India eve Chipchase! 
I honestly hope that you 
rest in peace hun and 
that I will be playing for 
you for as long as I 
know! ” 


Flasher caught committing lewd act 


A man was caught on cam¬ 
era performing a lewd act in 
the garden of a Northampton 
house, after peering into the 
living room. 

The flasher was standing 
in the front garden of a 
property in Crestwood 
Gardens, Lings, when a 
woman in the house noticed 
him peering into her living 
room window. 

She then ran upstairs to 
get away, before looking out 
of an upstairs window, when 
he appeared to be urinating. 
But after doing so, the man 



then carried out an ‘indecent 
act’. 

A security light then went 
off while the man was carry¬ 
ing out his act - which was 
caught on CCTV (above) - 
before a neighbour then 


chased the offender away. 

The incident happened on 
Thursday, January 14 
between 10.30pm and 
10.45pm, and police have 
released the CGTV images of 
the man as they would like 
to speak to him in connec¬ 
tion with the incident.

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LIFE SENTENCE: Adrian Goldsmith has been sentenced to prison for murdering his wife, Jill 

Cop is jailed for 
murdering wife

A Northants Police officer has been jailed for 
a minimum of 15 years for beating his wife to 
death using a can of paint, a battery and a 
mallet. 

Adrian Goldsmith, also known as ‘Otis’, 
murdered 49-year-old Jill Goldsmith in the 
porch of their home next to the police head¬ 
quarters in Northampton last March. 

The jury at Stafford Crown Court heard last 
week how he battered her repeatedly in the 
head with a variety of weapons before choking 
her with his bare hands. 

After three weeks of evidence, the jury then 
read out their unanimous guilty verdict, to 
which Goldsmith reacted by putting his head 
in his hands. 

The juryhad dismissed a claim by Goldsmith, 
aged 50, that he acted in self-defence after he 
admitted in court that he had stabbed him¬ 
self. 

On Monday, at his sentencing hearing, 
Goldsmith was given a life prison sentence, 
with a minimum term of 15 years. 

Goldsmith wiped his eyes as details of the 
sentencing were read out. 


The court had heard during the three-week- 
long trial that Jill Goldsmith suffered more 
than 70 injuries, including defensive wounds. 

She also suffered a fractured bone in the 
neck, which was said to have been caused by 
Goldsmith holding her with such force. 

Goldsmith, who had served with Northants 
Police for 28 years, had told officers that his 
wife attacked him before hitting herself on the 
back of the head with a mallet. 

The 50-year-old disapproved of her smoking 
cannabis and was frustrated by her sex drive 
as she went through the menopause, the court 
heard. 

The couple, who had lived next to Northants 
Police’s HQ in Wootton Hall Park since 2012, 
had considered divorcing, but planned to 
move to the countryside for a fresh start 

Computer logs show that at 12.40pm on 
March 26, Mrs Goldsmith was looking at 
houses online. Half an hour later, her husband 
called 999 to say she had tried to kill him. 

He was arrested at their home, where his col¬ 
leagues found him holding a kitchen knife 
and broken glass. 

Goldsmith had typed up notes saying that he 
was ‘ready to explode’ and had ‘scared Jill’, 
who had called him a ‘Jekyll and Hyde’ char¬ 
acter. 


Hit and run injures teen 


A hit-and-run inci¬ 
dent in a North¬ 
amptonshire town 
left a 16-year-old girl 
with a broken collar 
bone. 

The teenager was 
crossing the High 
Street in Irthlin- 
gborough on January 
27, at the junction of 


Hayway, when a sil¬ 
ver car travelling 
from Wellingborough 
hit her. 

She rolled onto the 
bonnet of the vehicle 
and then off into the 
carriageway, result¬ 
ing in her suffering 
a fractured collar 
bone. 


Suicide attempt on bridge 


A woman threatened 
to jump off a bridge 
on the A45 in 
Daventry at the 
weekend. 

The woman, who 
was said to ‘not be 
coping well with 
some unsettling 
news’, threatened to 
commit suicide while 


on the bridge above 
the A45 Stefan Way 
last Saturday. 

The road was shut 
from 3.30pm to 
5.30pm, while a crisis 
negotiator tried to 
talk her down. 

The woman was 
eventually talked to 
safety.

33-year-old died 
of solvent abuse

A 33-year-old Northamp¬ 
tonshire woman who waved 
goodbye to her boyfriend on a 
summer’s morning was dis¬ 
covered dead 10 hours later 
from lighter fuel abuse. 

A resumed inquest in the 
Boardroom at Northampton 
General Hospital on 
Wednesday heard the tragic 
tale of Pippa Lee Davis, who 
had been hooked on solvent 


abuse for 20 years. 

Her death on July 15, 2015, 
happened at her home in 
Spencer Close, Bugbrooke 
and took place the same day 
her parents Roger and Elaine 
had returned from holiday. 

The court heard how Miss 
Davis, who had a history of 
solvent abuse, had sniffed 
lighter fluid as her way of 
coping with the pain she was 
in and escaping the real 
world. 

Giving his evidence, her 
boyfriend Christopher Paul 


Bates said: “She (Pippa) was 
struggling to cope with the 
effect of self harm and used 
solvents as a way of coping, 
she went through two to three 
cans a day while some days it 
was six. I do not think it was 
her intent to take her life.”a 
Summing up the case, assis¬ 
tant county coroner, Hassan 
Shah said he did not think 
Pippa had committed suicide 
but rather he would insert 
a narrative verdict that she 
had died from lighter fuel 
abuse.

Body found could 
be of missing man

Police investigating the mur¬ 
der of a man whose body was 
found next to a dual car¬ 
riageway in Northampton 
are looking into the disap¬ 
pearance of a man in 2013 in 
connection with the discov¬ 
ery. 

Adeyemi Olugbuyi, aged 32, 
was last seen in North Holme 
Court, Thorplands, on Friday, 
September 13, 2013 - the 
same area where the 
body was discovered last 
Tuesday. 

Mr Olugbuyi, who is 
Nigerian, and known as ‘Baz’ 
or ‘Big Man’, was believed to 
have been involved in an 
altercation in the area just 
after 8am on the day, and 
since that time he has not 
been in any contact with 
family or friends. 

The body which was discov¬ 
ered by a team of litter pickers 
was located in bushes behind 
a row of houses, near the A43, 
on Billing Brook Road. Last 
Thursday, after the Herald 
and Post went to press, the 
police revealed a murder 
investigation was underway. 

Detectives said during the

announcement of the murder 
investigation that they 
believe the body is likely to 
have been there for ‘some 
considerable amount of time, 
possibly months or years’. 

While formal identification 
has not yet taken place, offic¬ 
ers say they are ‘keeping an 
open mind’ and are urging 
anyone who has any informa¬ 
tion, especially surrounding 
the disappearance of Mr 


Olugbuyi, to make contact 
with the police on 101 or 
Crimestoppers anonymously. 

Following the discovery of 
the body last week, a mum- 
of-one - who lives just metres 
away from where the body 
was found - told the H&P she 
had been left ‘worried and 
scared’. 

Maxine Bourne, who lives 
opposite the crime scene on 
Jasper Walk and can see the 
area from her bedroom win¬ 
dow, even admitted to want¬ 
ing to temporarily move away 
from the area, as she is scared 
for her son’s safety. 

Ms Bourne, aged 25, whose 
son Cody is four years old, 
said: “When I heard it was a 
body, I was petrified. I live on 
my own with my son, so I 
don’t feel too safe here right 
now. 

“I’ve thought about staying 
elsewhere because of my 
son’s safety, despite the fact 
people have said that the 
police are right outside and 
that we’re in the safest place. 

“The only problem would be 
how to get my son to school, 
which is why we haven’t 
moved.”

Wise hippo helping

Most people will have heard 
of TOWIE, but perhaps there 
should be an alternative - 
Northamptonshire is the 
only Way.

blazing a trail for 

50 years of burning rubber is being 
marked at famous county dragstrip 


Santa Pod Raceway in Northamp¬ 
tonshire celebrates its 50th birthday 
this year. 

On Easter Monday 1966, Europe’s 
first permanent dragstrip opened 
its gates for business, a fact which 
still surprises some who imagine 
drag racing to be a recent fad. 

Drag racing arrived in Britain in 
the early 1960s. 

American all-star teams toured in 
1964 and 1965, racing on airfield 
sites around the country, including 
the nearby Northamptonshire US 
Air Force base at Chelveston. 

Inspired by their success, a group 
of businessman-enthusiasts decid¬ 
ed the sport needed a permanent 
British home and settled on a 
redundant wartime bomber base in 
a northern corner of Bedfordshire. 
Airfield sites and their perimeter 
roads provided locations for several 
postwar racetracks, notably 
Silverstone. 

The difference was that this new 
track would occupy the main run¬ 
way. 

The founders could have given the 
venue a prosaic name. Instead, they 
chose to link drag racing’s Southern 
California heartland - Santa Ana 
aerodrome was the site of the first 
commercial drag race in 1950 - with 
the Beds-Northants borderland and 


the village which gave the air¬ 
field its identity, Podington. 

Hence, Santa Pod - for all its com¬ 
pound eccentricity, a name that 
would become a landmark in 
British motorsport and known 
around the world. 

Santa Pod nowadays is a wide- 
ranging entertainment venue with 
a dragstrip at its heart, offering a 
diverse weekly programme of 
events running from February to 
November. 

Its founders would not recognise 
it. 

Even the layout has changed. 

For the first two seasons, the track 
began where the finish line now 
stands; today’s 300mph speeds 
would not have been possible with 
the shorter ‘shutdown’ area. 

The modern premises - the vast, 
paved paddock which can accom¬ 
modate more than 300 internation¬ 
al racing teams and their transport¬ 
ers, as well as hosting its own 
motoring and entertainment 
events; the Live Action Arena; the 
hospitality facilities; the medical 
centre; the high-tech, millisecond- 
precise timing system; the stringent 
safety features - all these and more 
would have been unimaginable in 
those earliest years.

Toyota Auris 

Take a look inside... 


The Toyota Auris has evolved into 
something wholly desirable. The 
problem is, UK buyers haven’t 
twigged just yet. This revised 
version might well help the penny 
drop, with cleaner styling inside 
and out, more efficient engines 
and the usual British-built Toyota 
integrity. 

With the original version of this 
second generation model, Toyota 
already offered a wide selection 
of engines, including diesel, petrol 
and hybrid options, but things 
are getting a bit more interest¬ 
ing again with the introduction 
of a 1.2-litre turbo petrol unit 
and a 1.6-litre turbodiesel. The 
1.33-litre and 1.6-litre petrol 
powerplants continue, as does 
the 1.4-litre D4-D turbodiesel, 
the latter being heavily revised to 
make it the cleanest diesel engine 
in the 90PS class. The sprint to 
62mph takes 12.5 seconds en 
route to I 12mph. That’s not bad 
for an entry-level diesel. 

The freshly-developed 1.2T 
direct injection turbocharged unit 
develops I 15PS, while the 1.6 
turbodiesel is good for I I I PS. 

The Auris’ suspension has 
been revised, with a choice of 
two rear ends. For the slightly 
faster models, there’s a double 
wishbone system (offered on the 


1.2T and 1.6 Valvematic petrol 
variants, plus the 1.6 D-4D diesel 
and the 1.8 Hybrid). Less power¬ 
ful versions though, get a simpler 
torsion bar set-up (used on the 
1.3 WT-i petrol variant and the 
feebler 1.4 D-4D diesel). 

The cabin benefits from better 
quality materials and a lower 
profile dashboard, with cleaner- 
looking dials and a more consist¬ 
ent use of grains, illumination 
and typefaces across the fascia. 
Many details, such as the air 
vents, doorhandles and gear lever 
surround, have been redesigned 
to give a crisper, high-quality ap¬ 
pearance. There’s also a Touring 
Sports estate version on offer 
if you need a bit more hauling 
space. 

The Toyota Auris is a car 
whose appeal is, to many, so hard 
to fathom that it never really 
challenges the top contenders. 
The reason? It’s struggled to 
shake off the stigma of being a bit, 
well, boring. But here’s the thing. 
This latest car isn’t bland at all. 

It’s a family hatchback that’s been 
designed with care, built with dili¬ 
gence and which is better looking 
than most rivals in its class. You 
just know it’ll be incredibly reli¬ 
able and there’s no shortage of 
customer choice.

Northampton Town have 19 games to seal 
the League Two title after a stellar trans¬ 
fer window, which thrilled supporters. 

The best business from Town supremo 
Kelvin Thomas was keeping the talented 
trio of Adam Smith, John-Joe O'Toole and 
Ricky Holmes, while Chris Wilder had his 
squad bolstered by several new signings. 

Deadline Day saw table-toppers 
Northampton snap up midfielder Danny 
Rose from near neighbours Oxford 
United, while borrowed Millwall winger 
Lee Martin had his loan extended to the 
end of the season. 

When you add the loan acquisitions of 
hot-shot James Collins and experienced 
centre-back Luke Prosser into the mix, 
the Cobblers looks to have a balanced 
squad that has clinching the League Two 
crown firmly in their sights. 

Cobblers boss Wilder capped a restful 
week without a match by being nominat¬ 
ed for the League Two Manager of the 
Month award, just as star winger Ricky 
Holmes was for the Player of the Month 
gong. Wilder will be quietly content with 
building a finely tuned roster capable of a 
strong end-of-season showing. 

The signing of Southend centre-back 
Luke Prosser adds steel and flexibility to 
the Northampton rearguard. It would 
now be possible, for instance, for Cobblers 
to switch to a 5-3-2 wing-back system 
incorporating three of Cobblers' four cen¬ 
tral defenders in Prosser, Zander 
Diamond, Rod McDonald and Ryan 
Cresswell. 

Moreover, the signing of Danny Rose 
until the end of the season provides 
Northampton with a central midfield 
strength that should withstand potential 
injury to - first on the team-sheet - Joel 
Byrom and John-Joe O’Toole. 

Cobblers fans can look back at a superb 
season so far - one that has encapsulated 
the peaks and troughs of being a lower 
league supporter; from the absolute mis¬ 
ery of the club in financial crisis to the joy 
of being two points clear at the top of the 
league with a couple of games in hand via 
monumental matches at Coventry, Luton 
and Plymouth to name but a few. 

Some, superstitiously, will fear talk of 
winning the title, but the sheer strength 
in depth of Chris Wilder’s outfit should 
render such fears redundant. 

Town just need to hold their mettle and 
take the next four games in a season¬ 
defining chunk. Cobblers host York City 
at a packed Sixfields on Saturday followed 
by challenging matches versus promotion 
hopefuls Leyton Orient, Oxford United 
and Wycombe Wanderers.

Like most of Northampton 
Town’s signings in the January 
transfer window, Danny Rose 
has previously been promoted 
and is now keen to help the 
Cobblers’ push over the line. 

Rose became their fourth arriv¬ 
al of the window when the mid¬ 
fielder signed until the end of the 
season at 8pm on Deadline Day 
(Monday) after leaving previous 
club Oxford United earlier in the 
day. 

The 27-year-old was struggling 
for game time at the U’s and he 
comes into a fantastic scenario 
at Sixfields, with Northampton 
top of League Two and 11 points 
clear of fourth-placed Bristol 
Rovers. 

With experience of winning 
promotion to the Conference 
with Newport in 2010 and to the 
Football League with Fleetwood 
in 2012, Rose hopes he can make 
it a hat-trick with the Cobblers in 
the months ahead. 

He said: “I’ve been promoted 
twice in my career, which I know 
the gaffer here [Chris Wilder] 
likes to have players that have 
had that experience. 

“I’d like to think I know what it 
takes, in terms of getting the 
club over the line and as well as 
him knowing me as a player, that 
fits the bill. 

“I’m probably just getting into 
my prime - I’d like to think I’ve 
got a few years left and when you 
are involved with clubs that are 
going for promotion and being 
successful, it doesn’t come 
around too often.” 

Striker James Collins and 
defender Luke Prosser are the 
other two new signings with 
experience of getting promoted, 
with both doing so out of League 
Two last season with Shrewsbury 
and Southend respectively. 

Getting into League One next 
season is something that will 
motivate Rose, who began his 
career with Manchester United 
but has never plied his trade at a 
level as high as the third tier as a 
senior professional. 

“It’s a massive incentive,” he 
said. “Everyone obviously 
aspires to play as high as they 
can and if that’s the case here 
and I get an opportunity to play 
in League One, that would be the 
highest league that I’ve played 
in. 

“It’s something I would really 
love to do and test myself at.” 


Rose already knows some of his 
teammates from his time at 
Oxford, with goalkeeper Ryan 
Clarke and forward Alfie Potter 
both former colleagues at the 
Kassam Stadium. 

Rose also believes the buoyant 
mood around the squad - Town 
have won ten of their last 11 
league games - will make it easi¬ 
er to settle in, saying: “I think if 
you’re coming into a dressing 


room that’s a bit doom and 
gloom it’s a bit of a dogfight. 

“That could have been the situ¬ 
ation if this hadn’t materialised. 
I would have maybe had to have 
gone on loan and I’m not sure 
where that may have ended up. 

“But when everybody is coming 
in with smiles on their faces, it’s 
an easy dressing room to fit into 
and also it helps that I know a 
few of the lads already.”

Saints aim to be 
Six Nations Kings

The period during the Six Nations 
has been a strong one for 
Northampton Saints in recent sea¬ 
sons, and backs coach Alex King 
hopes that will continue to be the 
case this year as they look to revive 
their Premiership campaign. 

Last Friday’s 24-11 defeat to Wasps 
was their sixth loss in ten league 
games this season, which opened up 
a ten-point gap between them and 
fourth-placed Harlequins, who they 
face this Saturday. 

Like the Saints, Quins will be look¬ 
ing to bounce back from a disap¬ 
pointing result last week, when they 
were surprisingly beaten 26-19 by 
Newcastle Falcons. 

Last year Northampton picked up a 
notable win at Bath while the Six 
Nations was going ahead, and they 
won four games in a row in that peri¬ 
od in 2014, the year they went on to 
win the Premiership. 

King said: “That’s testament to the 
squad that’s been built up. This week, 
we’re missing a few players and 
they’re missing a few players and it 
tests the whole squad. 

“It’s the time that everyone contrib¬ 
utes and it’s the time that everyone 
really puts rugby at the forefront of 
their lives, to make sure we get what 


we deserve at the end of the season.” 

Northampton haven’t been as hard 
hit by international call-ups as in 
recent years with Dylan Hartley, Paul 
Hill, Courtney Lawes (all England) 
and George North (Wales) the four 
names absent. 

They are, however, able to call upon 
the likes of Luther Burrell and Tom 
Wood after they were left out of Eddie 
Jones’ squad, while prop Kieran 
Brookes is available to play after he 
was judged surplus to requirements. 

“I’d love the guys to be away and 
playing with England this weekend,” 
King said. 

“They’re hugely motivated to get 
back into those squads, and in these 
10 weeks now and the last four weeks 
of the season they’ve got everything 
to play for to try and get on one of 
those summer tours.” 


There weren’t many positives to 
come out of the damaging reverse 
against Wasps, but it did see the 
return of the versatile James Wilson, 
who made his first appearance for 
Saints’ first team since picking up a 
serious arm injury last May. 

King believes his comeback could 
prove vital, saying: “He was great for 
us last season and he brings a real 
attacking dimension wherever he 
plays. 

“He’s one of those players who can 
play across the backline and when he 
touches the ball positive things hap¬ 
pen, so it’s great to have him back. 

“It’s good for competition for places 
and it’s another quality player we 
have the opportunity to put on the 
field and, as I said, these next 10 
weeks are a test of the squad and we 
need everyone.” 


King is confident that a player who 
won’t be seen in a Saints shirt for a 
few weeks - George North - will go 
well with Wales after being quoted 
this week saying that his club’s style 
of play wasn’t suiting his game. 

“I thought his game against the 
Scarlets was his best game of the sea¬ 
son. He got on the ball a lot in the first 
half, scored a cracking try in the sec¬ 
ond and he’s gone to Wales full of 
confidence, I hope. 

“His game has come back to where 
he wants it to be and I’m confident 
that he’s going to have a good Six 
Nations and that he’ll come back and 
finish the season well with us. 

“I’ve got a good relationship with 
George - I’ve no doubt that if George 
wasn’t happy, he’d want to speak to 
the coaches rather than make his 
point through the press” 



Focus is on 
England’s 
new captain 


After a Rugby Wold Cup domi¬ 
nated by the Southern 
Hemisphere nations, it’s time 
for those up North to show 
what they’ve learned from 
being schooled during the 
autumn, as the Six Nations 
gets up and running this week¬ 
end. 

With Kieran Brookes added to 
England’s squad last Sunday, 
there are five Northampton 
Saints players set to be 
involved in the Championship, 
with one of them under severe 
scrutiny as he prepares to lead 
his country into battle. 

Dylan Hartley was named as 
England’s new captain last 
week by the Red Rose’s new 
head coach, Eddie Jones, with 
critics immediately pointing to 
his chequered disciplinary 
record. 



Against a Scotland side 
smelling blood, Hartley’s place 
at hooker is assured, while 
Paul Hill is competing for the 
berth at tighthead with 
Leicester’s Dan Cole, but 
Courtney Lawes is unfortu¬ 
nately a doubt with a ham¬ 
string strain. Brookes has been 
released from the squad. 

George North is looking for a 
third Championship win with 
Wales, who are many experts’ 
favourites, although a tough 
examination of these creden¬ 
tials is expected when they 
face holders Ireland at the 
Aviva Stadium on Sunday. 

North has often gone for long, 
frustrating stretches without 
the ball out on the wing with 
Northampton this season, and 
will be hoping for more of a 
chance to show his true form.

Wasps debacle left 
Saints embarrassed

Northampton Saints’ players were 
left feeling embarrassed in front of 
their own fans in last week’s defeat to 
Wasps, according to centre Luther 
Burrell, ahead of this Saturday’s 
match at Harlequins. 

There was a smattering of boos from 
the Franklin’s Gardens crowd at half¬ 
time and after the final whistle of 
Saints 24-11 reverse, as they let the 
players know in no uncertain terms 
what they thought of the perfor¬ 
mance. 

A disastrous first half, in which 
Northampton never got going, was 
the biggest disappointment, with 
their director of rugby, Jim Mallinder, 
labelling the display unacceptable. 

It’s a match that Burrell and his 
teammates will want to put behind 
them when they try to prevent the gap 
between them and the top four from 
extending over the ten points that 
currently separate them. 

Burrell said: “The atmosphere after 
the game was very disheartening, 
very disappointing, and obviously to 
go three tries down in 40 minutes at 
home was pretty embarrassing. 

“As a group of players that was the 
first time we felt embarrassed in front 
of our fans. We went out in the second 
half and we performed a bit better, but 
when you let a team like Wasps get on 
top of you it’s always going to be dif¬ 
ficult. 

“We had a couple of days off before 
we regrouped on Tuesday. We had to 
assess areas in which we felt went 


wrong, and it was hard to outline 
exactly what it was. 

“We know that we’ve got to be better 
this week to beat Harlequins, who are 
another team in the top four, playing 
well, and it’s going to be a huge chal¬ 
lenge for us, but one thing we’re good 
at is bouncing back and hopefully we 
can get back to winning ways.” 

The Wasps game was also a setback 
for a Saints’ attack for who the tries 
had finally begun to flow in recent 
games. 

On Tuesday, Saints winger George 
North, who is currently on interna¬ 
tional duty with Wales, claimed that 
Northampton’s style of play hasn’t 
been helping his game. There have 
admittedly been games where their 
backs have been waiting impatiently 
for the ball for long periods, but 
Burrell believes poor weather condi¬ 
tions have played their part. 

He said: “I don’t think we’ve played 
one game this season where it’s not 
chucked it down with rain 

“That suits our forwards but as a 
backline, when you’ve got the likes of 
George North, Ben Foden, Tom 
Collins, Jamie Elliott and these flyers 
out wide they’re never going to get the 
ball because in the conditions it’s bru¬ 
tal. 

“It’s not an excuse, but it is a huge 
factor - we train during the day and 
the weather’s normally OK and we’re 
on good, quick surfaces and every¬ 
thing is sharp. 

“Like I say, it’s not an excuse because 
we should be able to adapt and move 
the ball to space quite comfortably, 
but in hindsight I would like to play 
with a dry ball and unleash our flyers 
out wide.”

Chris Wilder was able to reflect on 
a successful January transfer win¬ 
dow in which Northampton Town 
significantly strengthened their 
squad for the remainder of their 
push for promotion. 

The window closed at 11pm on 
Monday night, with the Cobblers 
making former Oxford United mid¬ 
fielder Danny Rose their fourth 
purchase in the last month three 
hours earlier. 

Rose signing on at Sixfields until 
the end of the season added to the 
previous loan captures of striker 
James Collins, winger Lee Martin 
and defender Luke Prosser. 

The other three players have all 
plied their trade in a higher divi¬ 
sion, while Rose has experienced 
promotion with Newport and 
Fleetwood earlier in his career. 

The previous month also saw 
Chris Hackett and Evan Horwood - 
two players struggling for first- 
team action - leave Town on loan 
for Barnet and Grimsby Town 
respectively. 

Wilder said: “Being in the game 
as a manager for a while now, I 
didn’t think it could have gone any 
better, without cursing anything 
because we’ve still got a long way 
to go. You always look at the two 
aspects of it - the quality of the 
players, whether it’s the mentality 
or the ability, and all four of them 
are outstanding additions to the 
group, and financially we’ve kept 
our powder dry, we’ve kept a little 
bit back. 

“In every one of those deals 
we’ve got good value for money 
and I think that’s really important 
from us. We’re ambitious and I 
believe that me and the chairman 
have used the money very, very 
wisely, and certainly the group 
now is as strong as it’s been all 
season.”
